It is an excellent use of Gov- 
ernment authority to detach these para- 
sites from their victims, though the 
victims are so incurably stupid that 
choking off one rascal doubtless leaves 
them open to the attentions of another.

In many instances the senders 
neglect to place their names and addresses on 
the manuscripts.
